Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Berg contacted Examiner Washburn to discuss the 
potential improper finality of the last rejection issued based on the fact that claim 22 had been rejected for the first time 
in the last action. Examiner Washburn pointed Attorney Berg to MPEP 821.04 fifth paragraph, which describes that an 
examiner can make a rejection final even when rejecting claims for the first time if the rejoinder of the newly rejected 
claims is necessitated by an amendment made by the applicant. In this case the applicant has added a linking claim 
which required rejoinder of the elected and non-elected claims. Attorney Berg also discussed that the original 
restriction requirement was improper. Examiner Washburn reviewed the original restriction requirement and described 
that he felt it was proper, but discussed that Attorney Berg could petition against this position if he felt it would be 
necessary. Attorney Berg said that he would contact his client and respond based on his client's wishes.
